The tobaceo of this country 
is called Oroonoko, which is ac- 
counted ſtronger than that of Vit- 
ginia, and is greatly demanded 
in the eaftern and notthern parts 
of Europe, where it is even pre- 
fetred to the fweet ſeented tobac- 
co of James and: York river in 
Virginia. About 40,000 hogſ- 
heads has been fhipped in one 
year. In thix colony, in the time 
of the laft war, there were fup- 
pofed to be 40,000 white inhabi- 
tants, and 60,000 negroes. The 
profits ar fing from ‘this colony 
and Virginia to Great Britain 
were immenſe, and the govern- 
ment received great revenue 
therefrom, The provinces of 
Virginia and Maryland are fup- 
pofed,-in tobacco only, to have 
exported in 1763, to the annual 
value of 768,000 l. into Britain. 
This, at 8 l. per hogfhead, makes 
the number of hogfheads amount 
to 96,000, Ofthefe it is com- 
puted that above 13,503 hogf- 


Maryland is a pfoptietofy co- 
leny, granted to Lord Baltimore, 
his heirs and fucceffors, faving 
the allegiance of the inhabitants 
and fovereign dominion of the 
country. It is held by the fame

had it not been for the wifdam 
and prudence of the proprieta- 
ries ; for their party, and that of 
the planters befides, having tne 
natives on their fide, came of. 
ten to blows, and one of the 
name of Culpepper wag fest o- 
ver priſoner to England, where 
he was tried for hig 
Weltmiafter hall, for. raiſing a re- 
bellion in Carolina, but acquit- 
ted. Theſe unruly proceedings 
plainly thew that nothing contri- 
butes more to the peace and hap- 
pinefs of a people than the prac- 
tical principles cf pure aad ua- 
defiled [.berty, The tory prin- 
ciples of the cavaliers, wh'ch al- 
ways will incline their votaries 
to aim at dominion, will ever be 
inimical to the peace and tranqui- 
lity of fociety ; wheréas, juf 
ideas of liberty make men grant 
as much freedom to others as they 
take to themfelves, and by that 
means they are not ready to quar- 
rel and fall out. 

10 put a period to theſe dif- 
orders, or at leaſt to provide 
remedy, thè proprietaries chofe 
one Col, Weft to be their gover- 
nor, and from his character and 
behavior he appears to have been 
a man of wiſdom, fagacity and 
courage.

fied in a very fine and, inviting, 


ſituation, upon a rock between 
Athley and Cooper rivers, Three 
counties; thofe of Berkley, Ç.a- 
ven, and Collitoh, were laid out 


and divided into fquares of 


twelve thoufand acres, proporti- 
oned to the Shares held in them 
by the ptgprietaries, Jandgraves, 
nd gaciquer, The coloniſts at 


this time cairied of a trade with 


the Indians, which the proprie- 
taries did got at. all approve of; 


for they wanted to engroſs this. 
trade into their own hands, 


which rendered their authority 
leis relpectable in the eſteem of 
the inbabitants. TO anſwer 
their feveral purpofes they fre- 
quently changed their governors, 
with little advantage to them. 
felves, and with little fatisfaction 
to the colonifts, Men who re- 
fide in England, and are engag. 
ed in forming Utopian ſebemes 
of wealth and riches, are ready 
to imagine before.they try expe- 
riments that there. is nothing to 
hand in the way of their imagi- 
nations, and form their fchemes 
of government, aceording to 
what they wifh to happen, ra- 
ther than according to princi- 
ples of certainty or real probabi- 
lity. Mr. Weft, who was again 
reftored to his government, did 
mot jong continue; he became 


popular by doing good, and was. 


envied by the proprietaries, He 
was fucceeded by James Colli- 
ton, Eſq; a Barbadoes gentle. 
man, who was exceedingly un- 
popular. He and his friends at- 
tempted to alter the fondamen- 
tal conftitutions of the colony, 
and to ſubſtitute other articles 
under the title of flandiig laws, 
and temporary laws. This pro. 
ceeding pleaſed none of the 
principal parties concerned, but 
‘was diſagreeable to both the pro- 
ptietaries and the planterg ; fo 
that Mr. Colliton was not only 
deprived of his office, but driven 
out of the colony. Upon the 
expulfion of Colliton, fome of
